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Claim Objections 

2. Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 6 not been further treated on the merits. 

3. Claim 3 is objected to for the following minor informalities: "a saddle" should be 
"the saddle" since "a saddle" was introduced in claim 1 . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Diotte 
US 5,324,174. Diotte teaches all the limitations as claimed for a manually operated 
including: [claim 1] two cylindrical members (20, 30) with a first cylindrical member 30 
slidable within a second cylindrical member 20, wherein one end of the first cylindrical 
member 30 is provided with a fitting 65 to receive a saddle 18, wherein said second 
cylindrical member 20 is provided with a foot stand assembly (42, 44, 26) which 
comprises a foldable foot stand 44 and a retractable air hose 42; [claim 2] said pump 
10 is provided with a manually graspable member 18 for operating, the pump 10; [claim 
3] wherein the manually graspable member is a saddle 18; [claim 4] and the two 
cylindrical members (20, 30) are latched together (via 72) in a releasable manner (see

figure 7); [claim 5] and wherein the latching (via 74) is achieved by means of inter- 
engaging projection (74 of fig. 3 or 80 of fig. 4) and recess 72 on the foot stand (26, 42, 
44) and first cylindrical member 30. With respect to claim 5 the examiner notes that the 
limitations do not limit one component, either a first cylinder or a footstand, to 
exclusively have one of either a projection or a recess. With respect to Diotte, the first 
cylinder has a slot or recess and the footstand (26, 42, 44) is connected to outer 
cylinder 20, therefore technically the footstand and the cylinder could be considered a 
foot stand. In light of the broad limitations the interpretation follows that element 74 (or 
80) is and inter-engaging projection that cooperates with a recess 72 in either or both of 
the first cylinder 30 and the footstand (as connected to element 20 which has a hole for 
receiving a pin 74). The examiner notes again that the limitations as claimed do not 
require that a footstand specifically have an inter-engaging and/or a recess and do not 
require that the cylinder specifically have an inter-engaging and/or a recess (i.e. the 
claim does not limit the cylinder to have a recess and the footstand to have a projection 
and vice versa). The limitations as claimed required some type of inter-engaging part 
and recess on a cylinder or footstand combined, therefore a prior art reference that 
teaches a projection and recess on only one of the these elements would read on the 
limitations as claimed.
